Oakland Surgeon Drives Into Barage 
and Rescues His Men 


San Francisco.—Dr. Stanley F. 
Berry, former resident physician of 
Oakland Centra] Hospital, went to 
France a first lieutenant. . He re- 
lieutenant-colonel, a.jump 
of three grades, which army men say 
is one of the best records made by 
any reserve officer in the war. 

Colonel. Berry commanded the 


316th Sdhitary Train, whose ambu- 
lances and hospitals cared for the 
wounded of the 91st -Division. His 
men are telling stories of the 
colonel’s directing genius and cool- 
ness under fire, and his fellow- 
officers say due recognition would 
have brought him the Congressional 
medal of honor. The French con- 
ferred on him the Croix de Guerre. 

Colonel Berry first attracted the 
attention of his superior officers dur- 
ing the Argonne drive. The wounded 
men were piling up, and the roads, 
jammed with military vehicles of 
every description, made it impossi- 
ble for the ambulances to reach the 
rear. To make matters worse, the 
37th Division on the right flank of 
the 91st was retreating and its 
wounded were being uncared for. 
Incidentally this defection of the 
37th cost the 91st 1000 casualtites. 
To meet this situation Colonel Berry 


turned a 


commandeered a_ score of heavy 
trucks, .hitched tractors to them, 
and, loading the wounded men in 


these, started off across the country, 
going over fences, ditches and every- 
thing else. He built two bridges en 
route. If the motive power of the 
truck was not sufficient the tractor 
pulled it through. Hundreds of 
wounded were moved to evacuation 
hospitals in this way who otherwise 
would hare been without attention 
for another 24 or 48 hours. 

Captain Rexroad, chaplain of the 
91st, believes Colonel Berry's great- 
est exploit was in Belginm. He 
said: 

“A small patrolling force of Ameri- 
cans had been driven out of Aude- 
narde and the wounded were hastily 
gathered together and carried off. 
When we got to Worteghem we 
learned that four severely wounded 
men had been left behind. An in- 
tense barrage covered the distance 
between the two cities and the city 
of Audenarde was being shelled con- 
stantly. Colonel Berry ordered an 
ambulance driver to drive on and get 
the men. The driver hesitated and 
Berry grabbed the wheel himself and 
drove off with just the one man for 


protection. He made the round trip 
successfully without a scratch, get 


‘ting outgof Audenarde just ahead of 
the German patrols.”

The police were asked to find herina 
letter received by Chief of Police White 
from the girl's sister, Miss A. A. Mariv, 
who wrote that their mother was dying 
and suffering great grief over the 
younger girl's disappearance. 

Miss Mariv writes that the missing 
girl is a professional dancer and had 
about $400 when she left home. She is 
described as being five feet six inches 
tall, weighs 135 pounds, and has dark 
hair and blue eyes. She is said to be 
pretty and well dressed.

SCHOOL TILL 18 MEANS 
BETTER WAGE FOR BOYS 


His Earning Capacity Greater Than 
| Youth Who Quits Studies at 14 


Washington.—The value of staying 
at school is stated in dollars and cents 
'n figures. compiled by. the Bureau of 
kducation and now being distributed 
‘o boys and girls throughout the coun- 
try by the Children’s Bureau. 

From a study of a large number of 
actual cases it has beep found that al 
25 years of age the boy who remained 
in school until he was 18 had received 
$2000 more salary than the boy who 
left school at 14, and that the better 
educated youth was then receiving 
$900 a year more in pay. 

“This is equivalent to an investment 
of $18,000 at 5 per cent,” the statement 
said. “Can a boy increase his capital 
as fast in any other way? From this 
time on the salary of the better edu- 
cated boy will rise still more rapidly, 
while the earnings of the boy who left 
school at 14 will increase but little. 

While wages have increased with the 
war, the proportions shown in a table 
of weekly earnings still hold true, the 
statement said. The boy who left 
school at 14 at the time-the investiga- 
tion was made received an average of

Home Output of Peanut Oil 
Is Now Only Second to That 
, Of Linseed and Cottonseed 


The war has brought the peanut 
into its own. Before 1914 peanut oll 
was almost unknown as an article of 
domestic manufacture and thousands 
of gallons were imported every year 
from countries that grew no peanuts, 
although the South was producing mil- 
lions of pounds and capable of in- 
creasing that production almost. in- 
definitely. But in 1917 the output of 
Peanut ofl had so increased that It 
ranked third among all the vegetable 
oils made from home-grown products, 
being exceeded only by cottonseed oil 
end linseed oil. Peanut oil, It is point- 
ed out by experts in allment, serves 
practically the same food purposes 
as does cottonseed ofl, and has the 
advantage that it can be obtained 
by cold pressing like olive oll, and 
becomes thereby a superior table oil. 
It has the advantage over cottonseed 
oil also in that the cake, after the 
oil {s pressed out, forms a palatable 
human food very high in protein. 

A survey by the federal bureau of
